balance them. Alaa! muat tbe 
oyster alwaya suffer and die, or man be 
bereft of the pearl? I wish Burns bad 
not shortened but days by atrong drink, 
but I caenol wish he had not possessed 
tbe bsmperameut which the sorceries ol 
tbe flowing bowl seemed to make irre- 
sistible. It may be clsimed for Burns 
thst bis songs have made Democracy 
possible. ' A man's a man for a' that," 
is a sentiment before which aristocracy 
pales ita ineffectual Area. The aterl.ng 
worlh of natural manhood waa not mere 
ly unexpres se d before; u waa not con 
oeived of until Burns put it into worda.

THE HUM.. 

The Lull of the boat, which is the ban 
diwork of James Howard .V Co , of Jef- 
fersonvllle, la pronounced, by those who 
know, to be one of the finest epecimena 
of work they have ever Been. It ia built 
of the best seasoned oak — every plank 
bt iug selected before it was put in. Tbe 
timbers are extra tlivk, and being well 
fastened, she will l>3 able to resist almost 
any obstruction. The hull is 2li feet 
locg 41 feet-beam and nine feet depth of 
hold, aiving her an immense carrying 
ch|> icily. Her hull ia beautiful and 
faultless, with a sharp, easy model, bear- 
ing off well. Willi such a hull as the 
I'argoud has, if sue does not prove a fa->t 
l>oat, then there is uo use trying to build 
one. She will yet bear off the horns in a 
conteet of speed. 

THE MACHINFRV. 

Tbe machinery consists of seven en- 
pinrs of elaborate design and finish. The 
main engines are "bslance-valved" cyl- 
indera, 3tt}j inches chamber and ■ feel 
stroke. The water-wheels are " leet di- 
ameter, with buckets UH fest long. The 
i oc or engine is of elaborate pattern, aud 
a perfect piece of machinery. The donkey 
engiDe baa a capacity to throw I 3 inch 
stream of water loo fei t, ao that a tire on 
the b vat is almost an impossibility, as 
three separate streams from different

1 '.:e feature of the engineer's depart- 
ment is the tell-tale gauge, which indi- 
cates to the chief engineer ut all times 
how the steam register*. Tnis gauge is 
in addition u the requirements of the 
law, the chiof er.giueer carrying the key, 
and ia specially for the beuelil and sa'ety 
of l he traveling nub) is. 

The cipstan is worked by a double en- 
giue dtieclly attached, which I us capaci- 
ty to spar the boat off easily when 
aground. There ia ulso a powerful freight 
hoister, which will do all the heavy work 
from the hold. The machinery, all com- 
plete, was from the foundery of Dennis 
Long, of this c'.ty. 

There are in all seven boilers in tbe 
main butiery, eaih ^» feet ling and 3s 
inches In diameter, with two large tluei 
in each. Th.«y are made by the well 
known build-r, Joseph Mitchell, of our 
city, of the very best Sckoenberger cotta 
iron, which will etand a tremendous pres- 
sure: it is li-4sths inches thick. In etch 
boiler there are two 1 l-icb flues. There 
n also an extra boiler, ;I2 inches in di 
ameler and 12 leet long, which will be 
used fur auxiliary purposes, hoisting 
freight, pumping, Ac
